Germans Reinf orcing ' 
Arnhem Sector 


W ITHIN a few hours of the 
British Army breaking up 
Sunday night’s two werful 
counter-attacks north of Nijme- 
gen there were indications yes- 
terday that the German High 
Command was bringing up 
reinforcements to this sector in 
an attempt to smash General 
Dempsey’s iron bridgeway across 
_ the Waal—gateway to Northern 
Germany. 

There also is evidence that the Ger- 
mans are switching a Panzer 
division northwards from their 
east flank to smash the Allied 
bridge-head between the Waal 
and the Lower Rhine. 

General Dempsey continues to 
receive reinforcements for the

STIFF RESISTANCE 


German resistance stiffened yes- 
terday all along the 40-mile 
Canadian Army front west of the 
British 2nd Army’s Nijmegen wedge. 

The Germans are making ‘a deter- 
mined effort not only to deny the 
Allies the sea approaches to Ant- 
werp, but also to prevent a further 
widening of the great British salient. 

Canadian troops who reached the 
Netherlands border in several places 
north of Turnhout and crossed it at 
one point are meeting stiff resist- 
ance. These Canadian forces have 
increased the threat to the Germans 
in the Scheldt area.

“Little Hope for 
Private Cars”

b CORRESPONDENT, 


THE immediate outlook for the 
private car owner is not hope- 
ful. Official quarters-in Dublin do 
not share the view that cars will be 
back on the road at an early date. 
It is denied that ‘there are large 
stocks of petrol in the country, and 
that full tankers have been turned 
away for lack of storage space. The 
quantity of petrol expected this year 
will be little more than one-fifth of 
normal supplies, and there is no 
guarantee about future supplies. 
The present scale of supplies is 
scarcely sufficient to maintain essen- 


‘tial goods and passenger transport 


services, and is entirely insufficient 
to restore normal goods transport, 
which must take precedence over 
private cars. Y 


There is, of course, more to it 
than supplies of petrol. The tyre 

sition is extremely critical, and it 
is doubtful if even present road 
transport can be maintained for any 
considerable time. Lubricating oil 
is in short supply, and extreme diffi- 
culty is being experienced in meet- 
ing the heavy demands for turf, 
grain and beet transport.

DOUBLE AIR BLOW 


After nearly. 1,000 Fortresses, 
operating in support of the Amerfi- 
can attack, had struck at the 
Cologne and Kassel districts, others 
bombed rail yards at Hamm.

PROBLEMS FACING 
THE REICH 


FROM OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


THE German High Command, 
while making preparations to 
meet a renewed Allied effort, can 
turn for a moment to contemplate 
the situation on the Eastern front. 
Their problem is as follows:— 

In the west the Allies have 
reached the Reich frontiers, but, so 
far, have been successfully held at 
that point by both natural and artifi- 
cial barriers. To the east, on the 
contrary, they still are held at a 
considerable” distance from Ger- 
many—with the exception of the 
outlying bastion of East Prussia— 
but are opposed by no artificial de- 
fence line, and a break-through at 
any point on the Polish front would 
invite a thrust direct towards Ger- 
many, over terrain uninterrupted by 
rivers, from the Vistula to the Oder. 

What, then, is to be the distribu- 
tion of German men and resources 
as between the two fronts, in order 
to prevent a penetration of either? 
The answer may be considered to 
be influenced by three factors. . 

In the first place, the earlier direct 
Russian offensives have re-oriented 
themselves north and south. To the 
north. the Russians are driving to 


éliminate German resistance in ‘the 


Baltic States, and the operations on 
the East Prussian border may be re- 

rded as of a holding nature, to 
acilitate this. ° In the south, the 
Russians’ ‘sweep into the Balkans 
has resolved itself into a_ thrust 
across Transylvania, directed at 
Hungary, with the object of turning 
the Carpathians, and thus elimina- 
ting German resistance and resources 
south of the Danube. ‘With these 
two objectives in view the Russian

FOUND BY WIFE 


Mrs. Annie O’Brien described how 
she heard a shot shortly after her 
husband left the house, then another 
one, and after that a burst of 
machine-gun fire.

They were the three 
men I had seen earlier.” One of 
them had a small object wrapped in 
sacking clipped on to the back of 
his bicycle i 

Dr. J. McGrath, State Pathologist, 
said that the wound which had 
caused Sergeant O'Brien's instan- 
taneous death, was about one-third 
of an inch in diameter, about two 
and a half inches above the collar, 
in the back of the head. The bullet 
had penetrated the skull, lacerated 
the brain and made an oblique exit 
wound through the scalp, slightly to 
the right. He must have been shot 
from behind. 

A witness said that when the men 
cycled past him as he stood beside 
Sergeant O’Brien’s body they were 
wearing coloured glasses» He went 
for a priest. 

Another witness said that after 
the shooting he saw several men in 
mackintosh coats and caps ' turn 
out” from the lodge and cycle 
towards the city. At 9.30 a.m. he 
had seen several bicycles propped 
against the gable end of the lodge. 


HOSTILITY ALLEGED 


An E.S.B. labourer said that after 
the shooting he saw two or three 
men cycling down the. road from 
him. He did not know how they 
were dressed. i 

Counsel was then given permis- 
sion to cross-examine witness as 
hostile. Witness admitted making a 
statement on the day after the 
murder in which he said that he did 
not see any bicycles on the road or 
men cycling off after he heard the 
shots. He had refrained from 
telling the Inspector who took the 
statement about the men because he 
was confused. He made another 
statement on September 15th, 1942, 
in which he said that he and three 
other men agreed that, if the police 
approached them, they would deny 
having seen a bicycle. In the second 
statement he also said that he had 
made a false statement previous'!y 

fear. He admitted having 
said that he saw a man cycling away 
with a piece of sacking on his 
bicycle and saw the men coming out 
of the gate. He did not see the 
men coming out,of the gate, and he 
could not identify any of them.

»POLAND IN PERIL 

The general situation in regard 
to Poland seems to be going from 
bad to worse. For some time 
past it has been obvious that 
a great guif is fixed between 
the outlook of the Polish Govern- 
ment in London and that of the 
“ Committee of National Libera- 
tion ” in Poland, which is operat- 
ing under the direct auspices ‘of 
the Russian Government. This 
Committee has its temporary seat 
in Lublin;. but its leaders are in 
Moscow at present, and have 
béen. teceived by Marshal Stalin. 
Attempts were made some time 
ago to bring about a rapproche- 
ment between the London 
Government and the National 
Committee. Mr. Mikolajczyk, the 
Polish Premier, flew to Moscow, 
and it was hoped that some form 
of working arrangement might be 
reached. In the event, however, 
it was found imposstble to recon- 
cile the views of the two bodies; 
and the outlook at the moment 
is anything but promising. Two 
things have happened to embitter 
relations between London and 
Lublin. The Polish President has 
relieved General Sosnkowski of 
his command as Chief of the 
Polish Army. This step has been 
taken largely as a result of the 
General’s Order of the Day to 
the Polish Army, in which he 
openly criticised the British and 
Americans for their alleged 
failure to give adequate support 
to. the uprising in Warsaw, which 
occurred in August, when the 
Russians seemed to be about to 
capture the Polish capital. In his 
place the President has appointed 
“General Bor,” a pseudonym 
which hides the identity of the 
46-year-old General Komorowski, 
Commander of a brigade in the 
Polish Army of 1939 and leader 
of the insurrection in Warsaw. 
Almost simultaneously “ General 
Bor? has been brdnded by the 
Committee. of National Libera- 
tion as “the criminal responsible 
for the premature uprising 
in Warsaw.” Mr. Edward 
Mordawski, head of this Com- 
mittee, has declared in Moscow 
that if “General Bor” should 
fall into the hands of the 
Committee he will be tried 
and punished. Mr. Morawski 
asserts that the General is 
not in Warsaw at all, but has 
his headquarters some twenty 
miles from the city, where he 
cannot possibly control the direc- 
tion of affairs. He also declares 


supplies that have been sent to 
Warsaw by the British and 
Americans has failed to reach 
the city, having fallen many miles 
to the east; and that there can be 
no hope of Warsaw’s liberation 
until it shall have been completely 
encircled. Manifestly, the breach 
between the Polish Government 
in London and the Lublin Com- 
mittee is wider than ever it was. 
Both bodies, doubtless, are acting 
in what they consider to be the 
best interests of their common 
country; but their violent dis- 
agreements do not bode well for 
the future of a nation in which 
the whole civilised world is 
interested. 

In his House of Commons 
speech last week, Mr. Winston 
Churchill admitted frankly that 
the attitude of the Russians 
towards Poland differed sub- 
stantially from that of His 
Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom, and also from 
that of the Government of? the 
United States. He reminded his. 
audience that Britain was the 
only “‘ great unconquered Power ” 
that had declared war on Ger- 
many in fulfilment of its obliga- 
tions to the Poles, adding that 
those obligations still were being 
borne in mind. On the other 
hand, he pointed out that certain 
territorial changes in respect of 
Poland’s frontiers were quite 
inevitable. The Russians, he 
said, were the only people 
in a position to drive the 
Germans from Polish _ terri- 
tory; and it was essential from 
the Polish, as well as from the 
international point of view, that 
good relations should exist in the 
future between Warsaw and 
Moscow. It is an exceedingly 
difficult problem. The Polish 
Government in London, very 
naturally, takes the view that the 
pre-war Poland should, be re- 
stored- in its entirety. The 
Russians take a different view; 
and they seem to be supported by 
the “Committee of National 
Liberation.” Marshal Stalin has 
declared more than once that 
Russia is determined that the 
Poland of the future shall be both 
strong and independent; but the 
question of her frontiers raises 
difficulties. Russia holds that 
the actual frontier that was 
drawn between Poland and 
herself by the Treaty of Riga in 
1921 was unjust, inasmuch as it 
allotted to Poland certain terri- 
tories inhabited almost entirely 
by Ukrainians and White 
Russians. The Soviets insist that, 
in all the circumstances, the most 
equitable line of demarcation 
between Polish and Russian 
territory would be the so-called 
Curzon Line, which was proposed 


Kedleston in 1919—at a time 
when Russia, having collapsed in 
the military sense, had no say in 
the matter. This line corresponds 
very roughly with the frontier 
which was established by the Red 
Army in 1939, when Germany in- 
vaded Poland; but the Russian 
Government declares that it is 
prepared to make certain local 
modifications to rectify ethno- 
graphical anomalies. In order 
to offset Poland’s territorial 
losses in this respect, the 
Russians propose. that the Poles 
should be compensated at the 
expense of. Germany, and that 
they should be given direct access 
to the Baltic without the neces- 
sity for such a cumbersome 
cg corer as the notorious

Homes from Home 


The determination with which 
Scotland is facing the tourist 
problems of the post-war period 
makes it increasingly. clear that 
that country will be Ireland's 
principal rival in the holiday in- 
dustry. Both countries have a 
somewhat similar ‘appeal; both 
attract especially the sportsman 
and the lover 6f fine scenery; and 
the two are so close together that 
they must compete, at least for 
the trade of England and the 
Continent. In Scotland, as well 
as in Ireland, attention has been 
directed to the need of improving 
the standard of hotel accommoda- 
tion, cuisine and service. The 
Irish Tourist Board, which has 
been fourttied to set the standard 
in this country, now has com- 
pleted its first survey and 
published its list of approved 
hotels, with their charges. Only 
experience will tell how well or 
ill the inspectors have done their 
work, and how far the Board has 
succeeded in purging the Irish 
hotel business of its “ plague 
spots ”—the big and pretentious, 
as well as the small and incon- 
spicuous, ones. In any case, the 
institution of an official register 
of hotels was the first and neces- 
sary step towards improvement, 
for it provides a means to 
discipline those hotel-keepers who 
care more for quick profit than 
for the good name of the in- 
dustry and their own future 
benefit. We believe, however, 
that such pirates are few, and that 
the great majority of hotel- 
keepers desire to co-operate fully 
in any plan for the general good. 
In the circumstances, one feels 
impelled to call for more con- 
structive ideas than merely a 
system of punishing recalcitrant 
hotel-keepers. Many critics have 
recommended the. establishment 
of a Hotel Advisory Bureau, to 
which hotel-keepets might’ refer 
for criticism and advice. We 
understand, in point of fact, that 
private enterprise already offers 
such a service; but, whether on a 
private or public footing, it well 
might be expanded. Scotland has 
given the lead in an equaly 
admirable project—the establish- 
ment of a school of hotel 
management. It is patently 
absurd that, for a business which 
calls for such wide and, at the 
same time, specialised knowledge, 
no proper training should be 
offered in this country. The hotel- 
keeper has to learn his job—first 
in a school, and then, if possible, 
by serving an apprenticeship in 
one of the larger and better 
hotels. Only thus can he be made 
worthy to act host on behalf of 
his country.

with, or without, minor modifications 
and improvements. As America entered 
the war two years after Britain, it is 
possible that the first cars to cross the 
Atlantic will be of rather later con- 
ception. 
Accor to a United States tech 
al, the first post-war cars to 
be made in America will be revised 
versions of the 1942 models. Conver- 
sion from war production can be 
effected quickly only use of exist- 
ing tools, or some revision of the tools 
that were stored away when war 
started. Re-tooling the U.S. industry 
for rear-engined vehicles or other radi- 
cally styled models will require 18 to 
24 months. 

British manufacturers who have 
been expressing views upon the future 
of the motor industry anticipate that 
steel, rubber and petrol will be the 
principal headaches. The price of 
steel has increased considerably, and 
the result of that may be an increase 
in the cost of manufacturing cars. 

Most of the rubber for several years 
will be synthetic, and the United States 
will control the principal sources of 
supply. Raw materials: generally will 
cost more than before the war. Many 
guesses have been made about the 
likely prices of post-war cars, and 
some of the best qualified guessers 
think they will be about 40 per cent. 
greater than in the past. _ 

The future of motoring in both 
Britain and this country is going to be 
influenced ig by the method of 
taxation. ero is almost unanimous 
agreement that the method should be 
changed, but the various sections of 
the motor industry in Britain are not 
agreed as to what the best method 
would be. The full-scale production 
of cars may be delayed until the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has revealed 
his intentions. Whether this country 
will follow Britain’s lead or boldly 
adopt its own revised system of taxa- 
tion is a subject on which no hint 
even of thought has so far been given 
by any Minister of State.

EMINIST history has just been 

made by the appointment of 
Mrs. Helen Smith to the Professorship 
of Anatomy at the Glasgow Veteri- 
nary College, one of the two largest 
in Britain. She has been for some 
years an assistant to the Principal, 
Mr. A. W. Whitehouse, M.A., who 
died recently. Mrs. Smith is be- 
lieved to be the first woman pro- 
fessor installed in a veterinary college 
in these islands. The number of 
women who qualify as veterinary sur- 
geons is also comparatively small on 
this side of the Channel, but those 
who have qualified have built up 
lucrative practices. 


Future of Dentistry 


There is a bright’ future for the 
dental profession here, as people are 
becoming more dentist, conscious. 
There is a dentist to every 1,700 people 
in the United States, one to every 
3,000 in Britain. About three- 
quarters of Americans are not treated 
by dentists at all, and the percentage 
in Britain is estimated to be even 
higher. Only about five per cent. here 
go for a routine examination every 
six months, and for the remainder the 
average length of time between visits 
is almost three years. The school 
dental schemes have made youngsters 
much more familiar with the advant- 
ages of regular inspection. The five 
foremost dentists in England were re- 
puted to earn around £3,500 each in 
peace-time, but the income of the 
man with the average practice was 
more in the neighbourhood of £750, 
The profession is an unhealthy one 
for some reason, and statistics in 
America compare its record of ' un- 
healthiness with that of a stoker.
